Specification

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention.

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION.

Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 

(j) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 
1 .52(b)(3)). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each 
element or step of the claim should be separated by a line indentation. 
There may be plural indentations to further segregate subcombinations or 
related steps. See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (i)-(p). 

A brief narrative of the 
disclosure as a whole in a single paragraph of 150 words or less 
commencing on a separate sheet following the claims.

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
specification is replete with awkward, confusing and language. Applicant's cooperation 
is respectfully requested in reviewing the entire disclosure for clarification of all such 
matters since they are too numerous to mention specifically. Some examples are: On 
p. 1, line 5, "...with applied therein..." is an awkward expression. On p. 1, line 29, what 
is a "special spanner"? On p. 1, line 33, "....with a cover as sweeper body..." is 
awkwardly written. On p. 2, lines 32-33, what is "at least a through and through recess"? 
On p. 2, the entire paragraph beginning at line 26 to p. 3, line 14 is a run-on sentence 
rendering the description awkward and unclear. Similarly, on p. 3, the entire paragraph 
beginning at line 23 to p. 4, line 4 is a run-on sentence rendering the description 
awkward and unclear. Similarly, on p. 4, the entire paragraph beginning at line 7 to line 
17 is a run-on sentence rendering the description awkward and unclear. On p. 5, line 
12, what is a "...triangular through and through recesses"? On p. 6, lines 1-2, it appears 
"sweeper body 10" is incorrect. On p. 6, line 9, what are "axle bumps" referring to? 
Further, on p. 6, line 9, what is "bigger diameter" referring to? 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 9-1 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

5. Claim 9, line 8, does the recitation that there is a radial bore in "each spoke" 
actually refer to every single spoke in the rotating brush assembly or just in the "two 
opposing spokes"? Claim 9, lines 9-10, the recitation "and said material being well 
mechanically processable" is awkward and renders the claim scope unclear. Claim 12, 
"said first length" (line 2) and "said second length" (line 3) each lack proper antecedent 
basis. Since claim 13, line 2, recites that rounded corners are "equilateral triangular 
shaped", shouldn't the three angles all have equal radii of curvature (see lines 2-4). 
See also claim 14 as to this matter. 

6. Claims 9-16 appear to contain allowable subject matter pending clarification of 
the above matters.
